ment nf the, trouble at Hornostoad wore 
opened by Thursday of thin weak, the 
mon in all departments would walkout 
at the conclusion of tho work of tho 
day turn on that day. 


AH iv matter of course this ultimatum 


carries with It a recognition of the 
Amalgamated association In the Home- 
stead dimuulty. 
The only point on 


whioh thoro was any discussion was 
how much timo to allow tho firm, in 
which to commence these negotiations.

Immediately after adjournment the

An Awful Disaster. 


PKOMA, 111., July 10.—It is reported 


that the tow boat Frankic Polsom cap- 
sized and sunk on Lake Pooria this 
evening, with 
100 people on board. 


Seventy-five peoplo arc reported to have 
boon drowned. 


krof. Paine has boon giving a pyro- 


technic display here for the past two 
weeks. 
A good view of the exhibition 


can be obtained from tho lake in tin 
northern part of tho olty, and largo 
numbers on excursion boats and small 
rowboats took advantage of the free 
exhibition. 


This evening about 10:80 a strong 


wind storm suddenly arose, and tlie 
craft wore unable to withstand the vio- 
lenco of tho wind storm. One bolt 
yard claims that nine skiffs have not 
returned, and it Is thought that the oc- 
cupants have been drowned. There in 
great excitement nnd particulars are 
hard to obtain, as it is not known who 
were in the boats. 


Further Particulars. 


PHOBIA. 111., July 18.—The Frnnldo 


Folsom, an excursion boat from Pekln, 
wont down In a storm last night with 
all on board. At the time she had on 
board at least forty people and but 
twenty of those were rescued alive. 
All tho rest arc drowned. At this time 
—1 o'clock a. m.—but two of thoso who 
wore drowned 
havo been brought 


ashoro. There is nothing positive to be 
learned as to the oxact number of the 
dead, but It must amount to almost, if 
not quite, a score of peoplo. The boat 
was tipped completoly over, and is 
now floating bottom side up in the 
middle of the latco. 


T/lrs. rtoebe, of Pakln, and a man by 


the name of Miller, said to have got on 
board In Peorla, were tho two who were 
found drowned. Who the ot))e» arc it 
is impossible at this time to find out. 


Tho cruel waves of the Illinois to- 


night bore down to death a score of 
persons who were enjoying themselves 
in the Frankic Folsom, a Pokln boat, 
which started out last evening with 
forty passengers aboard. 


A landing wtus miuleaud two or three 


couples jolted the party. Thero were 
also fifteen who got on tho boat a* the 
park, so that the passenger list reached 
fully sixty. As the boat eamo out of 
the landing and started down to thu 
city she was struck by a cyclone and 
turned over. She was about midway 
in tho river and snnk rapidly. Owing 
to the howling tempest the cries nf the 
passengers could not bo hoard. 


The Longfellow with seventy-five pas- 


sengers from Kingston, passed her and 
ran to the foot of the next street. Her 
passengers wero driven off and tho 
boat made preparations to go to the 
aid of the Folsom. when hor wheel 
broke and she wasffoft helpless. 


Word was conveyed to tho police sta- 


tion and Mayor Warner ordered every 
man to the scone of tho disaster. Tho 
Rock Island road sent a special train to 
tlin scene of the disaster, and small 
boats were put oil1 to tho Folsom, tho 
hulk of which could bo seen when the 
lake was illuminated by tho 
vlviH 


lightning. Four persons wore taken 
oif at a time. It is known that thero 
are a dozen In the cabin of the ill-fated 
steamer. Whon the boat careened over 
every one rushed to the sinking fiido 
and many were washed overboard. 


A man who was brought oil said he 


saw scvi'ral wonion carried down, and 
cooked 
Into death 
by steam. Ev- 


ery time tho boat careened somi> of the 
poor unfortunates clinging to the rails 
would release their hold and disappear 
In the waves 


Somo persons who were out in small 


boats managed to reach the shore.

Another Oborob Added to the Na- 


tional Count. 


In view of the fact that the First 


Presbyterian ohuroh in Deoatnr is to be 
formally dedicated to-night, the official 
bulletin just issued by Commissioner 
Porter, on the subject of churches af- 
filiated with the Presbyterian faith will 
be ot special 'nterest. The retnrna cover 
the statistics of the Presbyterian Church 
nthe United States of America; the 
Presbyterian Ohnroh in the 
United 


States; the Welsh Calvinistio, Methodist 
or Presbyterian Church, and the Cumber- 
and Presbyterian Church (colored), the 
ast named being organized in 1810 by 
ministers and members of the Cnmber- 
SDd Presbyterian Church (white). 


The parent body, called the Presbyte- 


rian Church North, has congregations in 
forty-throe states. 
Tables are given 


showing that the Presbyterians in the 
United States of America have 6,717 
organizations, C,6G3 churches, with a 
seating capacity of 2,226,014, 556 halls, 
itc, with a seating capacity of 57,805. 
The Presbyterians in the United State a 


have 2,391 organizations, 2,288 churches, 
with a seating capacity of 690,843; 143 
mils, etc , with a seating capacity of 19,- 


. The value of their ohnroh property 


s placed at $8,812,152. They have 179,- 
721 oommnnioants. The Welsh Calvan- 
etio Methodist 
hofi 187 organizations; 


.89 churches, with a seating capacity of 
44,445; 14 halls, etc., with a seating ca- 
pacity of 1,266. The valne of its church 
property is placed at $625,875. It has 
.2,722 communicants. The Cumberland 
colored) has 236 organizations; 192 
churches, with a seating capacity of 53,- 
>14; 37 halls, eta, with e, seating capacity 
of 3,645. Its church property is valned 
at $202,961. It has 13,439 communicants. 


According to returns the total number 


of organizations affiliated with the Pres- 
byterian church is 13,490, having churches 
valued at $94,876,233 and 1,278,815 com- 
municants. 


The Presbyterian abnroh in the United 


Itates of America has 472 organizations 
n Illinois; 475 churches, with a seating 
capacity of 158,181. It has 22 halls, with 


seating capacity of 5,235. Its ohnroh 
>roperty is valned Rfc $4,045,350, and it 
IBS 51,744 communicants. The Presby- 
erian church in the United States and 
he Welsh Oalvinistio church have no 
organizations whatever in Illinois, their 
communicants being oonOned princi- 
pally to the southern states, where they 
md their origin.

need warmer weather to ripen, some hae 
been harvested in the southern counties. 
The present indications are that there 
will probably be an average crop, the 
most favorable reports come from Ste~ 
phenson, McLean, Sangamon and Fulton 
counties. 


Bye is reported in good condition and 


filling out well, and in a few of the north- 
ern counties it is being harvested. 


Haymaking is progressing in the south- 


ern and central, and a few ot the north- 
ern counties, and the yield will be goad 


Fruit is still reported in unusually 


poor condition, with prospects of bnt 
half a crop of peaches, apples and cher- 
ries.
